is very difficult to obtain. 
Its sur­ 
roundings are uncomingly and dis­ 
appointing. 
This is also the way 
that God finds the souls of great 
price . They are hidden often from 
view.

In Psalm 
29 we are told to give the Lord the 
glory due unto His name and to 
I worship Him in the beauty of holi­ 
ness. 
Charles Kingsley * says that 
man will never know God at His 
best until he sees Him as a God 
of beauty.

him, but revived Monday morning. 
The Roberts boy who was on

wras 
knocked off 
and stunned. The cows were also 
stunned for a time. 
Mrs. Steele was aged about 40 
years.

Dear Calf Club Members: 
I understand there is some con­ 
fusion as to buying calf meal. 
If 
you have plenty of skim milk it is 
not necessary to buy any calf meal. 
I will suggest to feed 12 pounds 
per day, or 6 pounds p e r .feed, of 
the skim milk if you have plenty; 
ii not they can do on S pounds per 
day. 
Feed one-half pint of shelled 
corn per feed or one pine per day 
if you have this on hand. 
Let 
pour calf have access to plenty of 
grass and fresh water at all times, 
also keep *ajt where they can get 
it at will. 
If you have only throe 
pounds of skim milk per feed, or 
six pounds per day, feed one-half 
feed of calf meal as given in Ilk* 
directions. 
If you have only two 
pounds of milk per feed, or four 
pounds per day, feed two-thirds of 
a feed of calf meal per feed. 
Don’t try to replace 
the

with 
skim 
milk.
